Top Weight in Handicaps 


N the issue of December 19 we made a few re- 
marks about the practice of giving top-class 
horses an advantage in handicaps through limit- 
ing the top weight to about 130 pounds. We were 
against it. If they were going to be called handi- 
caps we wanted them to be handicaps. 

Having sounded off again with an old “beef,” 
we cupped an ear to listen for reactions. They 
were a little disappointing. There were several 
all rights, a few bravos, only one yes but, and 
not a single yow’re crazy. Under such circum- 
stances we are forced to the melancholy conclu- 
sion that we are agreed with everywhere in prin- 
ciple and nowhere in practice. 

One of the statements of agreement came from 
John B. Campbell, dean among the handicappers 
at the more important courses in the country: 

I... wish to congratulate and also thank you for 
the editorial in THE BLoop-HorseE which reached me 
today, entitled Champions and Handicaps. Have 
tried many times to say about the same thing, but 
could never express it with the clarity and force of 
your editorial. 

It is my belief that all racing associations should 
give at least one substantial stakes at each meeting 
at weight for age, even though the race should turn 
out to be a walkover. I mean, of course, for 3-year- 
olds and upward; there are a good many for 2-year- 
olds and 3-year-olds. 

It cannot be assumed, of course, that Mr. Camp- 
bell was speaking the opinion of all racing secre- 
taries and handicappers. In racing, as in inter- 
national law, dishwashing, etc., there are no unan- 
imous opinions. But we cannot recall having ever 
heard any racing secretary make a stout defense 
of the practice of putting 130 pounds on a horse 
which figured to win with 140. So, reasoning 
from “the looks of things,’’ we accept the simple 
explanation that we have an unwritten 130-pound 
limit in handicaps because racing associations is- 
sue instructions to their handicappers that Whats- 
hisname (the conquering hero of the moment) 
mustn't have more than 130 pounds, on account of 
his owner says he won't run if he’s not going to 
get anything better than a fair chance.

What the owner of the fair-haired hero usually 
says to the racing association is that he doesn’t 
propose to break down his horse for a measly 
$50,000 or whatever it happens to be, and that 
anything over 130 pounds breaks a horse down. 
What he means is that he will be glad to run the 
horse if the racing secretary is restrained from 
using his considered judgment as to the weight 
which ought to be carried. No one has ever 
shown that horses are much more likely to break 
down with 132 pounds than with 128. But you 
don’t have to show anything like that; all you 
have to do is show that you own an outstand- 
ing horse and that you will get mad if any 
blankety-blank of a racing secretary finds it out. 

The one yes but came from Arthur B. Hancock, 
whose wisdom has come from observation of and 
participation in the sport throughout the whole 
of his adult lifetime. We paraphrase: “Walter 
S. Vosburgh once told me that he considered 130 
pounds on the skinned tracks of the United States 
equal to 136 pounds on the grass in England. I 
think 130 pounds is enough for any horse to carry 
in a race for, say, $25,000, and I don’t think we 
are under any obligation to see that he gets beat 
by a cheap horse with 100 pounds. The other 
good horses ought to be weighted accordingly, but 
it isn’t good for the breed to offer such rich op- 
portunities to horses that are no better than sell- 
ing platers. If a horse can’t come within 30 
pounds of the best, that’s his bad luck. It’s all 
right to put 150 pounds on a sprinter, but not on 
a horse going a mile and a quarter.” 

We would be very happy to compromise for 
what Mr. Hancock, in effect, proposes, that is, 
that the weights be graded down fairly from 130 
pounds until all the genuinely high-class horses 
have a presumably equal chance, leaving the 
cheap ones to get out or accept a fairly high 
minimum weight. But if we are going to have 
handicaps with maximum and minimum weights, 
let’s have the conditions written to fit the prac- 
tice. An open handicap in which the racing secre- 
tary receives private instructions to hold the top 
weight to 130 pounds is unfair.

A Book of Pedigrees 


HERE isn’t much sense to laboring over a 

column when you can get someone else to do 
it for you, and in the present case this observer 
doesn’t even have to write his own “letter to the 
editor.”” In last week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
were published some excerpts from the speech 
Lord Rosebery made to the Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers’ Association in England recently. So, in one 
of these, Lord Rosebery is my first contributor. 
His subject is the General Stud Book, and the ex- 
cerpt reads: 


The fact often seems to be lost sight of that this 
stud book is a record of pedigrees and not of per- 
formances; and an animal can no more be intro- 
duced into this book because he is a big winner 
than he can be eliminated because he is useless on 
the Turf. 

This, you know, is to take for granted the point 
at issue, and to argue from there on. It’s a good 
method if nobody notices. But is the General 
Stud Book a record of pedigrees only? From 
here on the speakers are James Weatherby and 
his successors. 


Preface to An Introduction to a General Stud 
Book, 1791: 


To rescue the Turf from the encreasing evil of 
false and inaccurate Pedigrees, has long been the 
wish of its most noble and zealous supporters. .. . 
The original design of the following pages, was, 
merely to bring together, into one point of view, the 
whole produce (as far as could be collected) of 
each Brood Mare of consequence; thereby reducing 
into a small compass, the Pedigrees of many capi- 
tal Horses. . . .

The Editors beg to inform Subscribers that, since 
the last volume of the Stud Book was published, 
they have had cause to consider the advisability of 
admitting into the Stud Book horses and mares 
which cannot be traced to a thorough-bred root, but 
which have fulfilled the requirements given in the 
preface to Vol. XIX. They have decided that, in the 
interests of the English Stud Book, no horse or mare 
can be admitted unless it can be traced to a strain 
already accepted in the earlier volumes of the Book. 

The Editors must, therefore, rescind the Notice 
published in Vol. XIX. 


Preface to the General Stud Book, Vol. 21, 1913: 


The qualification will now read as follows:—No 
horse or mare can, after this date, be considered as 
eligible for admission unless it can be traced with- 
out flaw on both sire’s and dam's side of its pedi- 
to horses and mares themselves already ac- 
cepted in the earlier volumes of the Book.

So there you have the progress of liberalism in 
the General Stud Book. Performance got horses 
into the early volumes, and performance got them 
into later ones until 1909. Even then the door 
was not effectually barred, since American horses 
“trace” to English strains. (Be pure!) It wasn’t 
until that phrase “without flaw’’ was introduced 
in 1913 that the American Thoroughbred—-or 
the American half-bred, according to Messrs. 
Weatherby—was finally eliminated. (Be very 
pure!) There were, and are, American strains 
still in the General Stud Book, but to have barred 
these would have cost English breeders money. 
(Be not too pure!) The demand for “purity” 
didn’t go that far. Barring the world’s markets 
to American horses was far enough; that made 
English breeders money. 

It will be noted by the historically minded that 
performance was an acceptable standard until, 
with racing badly crippled in the United States, 
great numbers of American horses were thrown 
on the English, French, and South American mar- 
kets. Then the General Stud Book became a 
record of pedigrees. And with a very grave face, 
too, and a fine air of solemnity. “The editors... . 
have had cause to consider... .’’ Never a word 
of business, because racing is a sport.

The Exact Total 


When the New York State Tax Commission had 
counted the last penny, it announced December 29 
that racing had raised a total revenue of $10,- 
491,993.92 in New York in 1942. Of this $9,808,- 
819.04 came from the pari-mutuel tax (5 per cent 
and half of the breakage to five cents), $577,- 
934.28 from the tax on admissions, $80,690.60 
from uncashed pari-mutuel tickets of 1941, and 
$24,550 from license fee receipts. Not included, 
of course, are real estate taxes and other State 
levies not connected immediately with racing it- 
self. 

When Senator John Dunnigan predicted a $10,- 
000,000 annual revenue from racing, during de- 
bate on pari-mutuel legislation, observers thought 
he had picked up a figure from the back of an 
astronomy text. But Senator Dunnigan may 
prove extremely conservative; in 1943 New York 
will take 6 per cent of the pari-mutuels, and if 
play does not drop off, may gain an additional 
$2,000,000 or so. 
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JUMPING SEASON RESUME 


An annual publication from the office of Fred 
Parks, secretary of the National Hunt and 
Steeplechase Association, is the report of the sea- 
son for steeplechasing at the park tracks and 
hunt meetings. The 1942 issue is a report of a 
successful season, which despite the war had an 
increase in purse distribution over 1941. A total 
of $360,675 was distributed at park and hunt 
meetings, against $329,908 in 1941. The increase 
was due to purses at Belmont Park, Aqueduct, 
Delaware Park, Saratoga, and Pimlico, and the 
addition of the “victory meeting”’”’ to the New 
York season, not to the hunt meetings, many of 
which were canceled. The hunts’ contribution 
was about half of 1941, $37,775 to $77,343. 

It is encouraging that the sport is showing com- 
parative prosperity for it has been on the verge 
of being blacked out on several occasions in pre- 
vious years. And it is surprising that it has done 
so well wus year in particular, for, as the report 
stated, owners trainers, riders, and others as- 
sociated with steeplechasing—-possibly in greater 
proportion than in any other sport—-were among 
the first to answer the call to colors.” 

The leading owner of 1942, in matter of money 
won, was Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, who won 16 
races with a dozen horses, and collected $31,390. 
Her leading money winner was Invader, winner of 
$8,375. He was fourth on the list of leading 
money winners, the leader being Kent Miller's 
Elkridge, winner of seven races and $28,805. His 
winnings placed Mr. Miller, whose colors were 
up for the first time on Elkridge, second on the 
list of leading money-winning stables. The third 
leading stable was G. H. Bostwick’s, whose horses 
won $28,435, *Cottesmore contributing $20,125. 
*Cottesmore’s earnings placed him second on the 
list of leading horses. 

The first year of steeplechasing after the death 
of Thomas Hitchcock, the father of the sport in 
this country, found three of the top money-win- 
ning horses of the season former developments of 
his stable. They were Elkridge, *Cottesmore, 
and the fourth horse, Bath. The last named was 
considered by many as the fastest jumper in re- 
cent years, but because of a twisted back he has 
been unable to race since last spring. 

The leading trainer was James E. Ryan, whose 
charges won 25 races and $34,780. Second, in 
point of money won, was J. T. Skinner with $33,- 
460. Mr. Skinner and Morris H. Dixon were tied 
for second place in races won, with 18 victories 
each. The leading jockey was E. Roberts, who 
won 16 jumping races. Second was the amateur 
John E. Bosley III, with 15 victories, 11 scored 
over jumps and four on the flat. J. Penrod was 
second in number of jumping races won, with 14. 

Not included in the above statistics are the re- 
sults of the spring meeting at Agua Caliente 
which featured jumping races. The Mexican 
course is not a member of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association. Several of the 
prominent stables in the East journeyed to the 
Mexican course in the spring and J. H. Whitney’s 
Massa won the $10,000 added Gran Nacional 
Steeplechase.

In Australia

Victoria Derby 


ELBOURNE, November 16.—Out here in 

Australia we regarded it as a happy omen 
that following the memorable Allied successes in 
Africa, a colt named Great Britain should have 
won the Victoria Derby of £5,000 by five lengths 
at Flemington on Saturday. He dispelled many 
doubts of having more brilliance than stamina 
and gave the Sydney jockey W. Cook, now Pri- 
vate William Cook, another important success. 

Great Britain is a son of a noted English stayer, 
Enfield, whose stock racing here are only 3-year- 
olds, so he has not taken long to establish him- 
self among the leading sires of the country. Only 
a few days before the classic was run at Flem- 
ington the death was announced of the imported 
stallion Gay Lothario, to take whose place Enfield 
was purchased in England. 

It may be as well to digress for a moment to 
let you know that Gay Lothario, which came to 
Victoria in 1928, sired winners of more than £166,- 
000. Two of his best performers were Tranquil 
Star, the largest stakes winner at present racing 
in Australia, and Lucrative, now in India, where, 
by the way, latest reports (in September) were to 
the effect that he had developed a splint. He 
was, however, to have been taken from Bombay 
to Calcutta for the cold-weather season by Alec 
Higgins, who trains him for the Maharaja of 
Gwalior. 

Months ago Melbourne’s leading jockey, Harold 
Badger, was booked to ride Great Britain in all 
his spring engagements where weight and retain- 
ers permitted, including the Victoria Derby. How- 
ever, a fortnight before the race Badger was 
stood down for a month and in turn the jockeys 
Darby Munro, E. Bartle of Sydney, and A. Breas- 
ley turned down the ride. Munro and Bartle 
passed it up because of the difficulties of inter- 
state travel and Breasley because he had to ride 
Chatfield. Eventually W. Cook secured leave 
from the army and traveled 600 miles by plane 
the night before the race, won it, and was back on 
duty in Sydney at 9 a. m. on the Sunday. 

I often wonder what Fred Archer and other 
famous oldtimers would think of the celerity of 
modern travel by jockeys. I suppose with similar 
opportunities Archer would have ridden twice as 
many winners. Richards has been riding since 
1921 and is still, according to cables this week, 
six winning rides fewer than Archer. Anyway, 
both are amazing records and every racing man 
in Australia regrets that Richards had to forego 
his trip here just before the war started. We 
hope to see him when it is all over. 

The race for the 1942 Victoria Derby needs little 
description as the best colt won on the day, and 
in the last half-mile never looked like losing. He 
won brilliantly from Amazed (by Excitement) 


and Illyrian (by Thracian, full brother to Heroic), 
which finished in a dead-heat for second. Great 
Britain is trained by Harry Freedman, who has 
had many good horses in recent years, including 
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Lucrative and Laureate, both classic winners, and 
now the colt is second favorite for the Melbourne 
Cup to be run on November 21. 

Great Britain was a brilliant early 2-year-old 
and won the Caulfield Guineas last month in great 
style but then there was a strong “set” against 
his Derby prospects because many keen judges 
declared he could not stay. Jockeys who had rid- 
den him added fuel to the public fires of discus- 
sion and instead of starting at 7 to 4 he went to 
the post a more or less “easy” favorite at 5 to 2, 
Amazed was expected to beat him for stamina 
but the winner gave him too much leeway to 
make up .n the closing stages and he never ap- 
peared likely to trouble Great Britain. 


Maemanto and Tranquil Star 


AEMANTO is the best 2-year-old of the 

spring and earned this honor by leading all 
the way to win the Maribyrnong Plate of £1,500 
over a straight five furlongs at Flemington on 
Saturday. She is a daughter of the imported 
horse Solar Bear (by Solario) and possesses great 
speed. She has now raced four times for three 
wins. She cost only 80 guineas as a yearling and 
her rapid rise to fame is a credit to the young 
Flemington trainer, Theo Lewis. 

Tranquil Star carried on her great work of the 
spring by winning the L. K. S. Mackinnon Stakes, 
10 furlongs, weight for age, on Saturday easier 
than ever and she is now one of the favorites for 
the Melbourne Cup despite her weight of 129 
pounds. She increased her winnings to £17,000. 
She won pulling up by four lengths and ran the 
distance in 2:03—a great gallop over the long, 
exacting stretches at Flemington. Great Brit- 
ain’s time for the 12 furlongs of the Derby was 
2:31%,, Maemanto’s was 1:01 for five furlongs. 

The weather was glorious for Derby day and al- 
though the attendance was hardly up to the fig- 
ures of a year earlier, tote investments of £128,000 
for six races were appreciably greater. I don’t 
think I have ever seen so much money invested 
with bookmakers on a Derby day at Flemington 
and they knew it at the end of the day when five 
of the six winners were “backed off the map.” 
Skipton is favorite for the Melbourne Cup and 
during the weekend two wagers taken about him 
included £6,500 to £1,000 and £3,500 to £500, both 
booked to the husband of the lady who owns this 
great stayer. These wagers give an idea of the 
money available for race course betting in Mel- 
bourne. Pandect, an A. J. C. Derby winner, was 
favorite for the cup for a few days last week 
after one man had taken a bet of £7,000 to £1,000. 
Tranquil Star never gave him a look-in at any 
stage of the Mackinnon Stakes.

Heartman Dies 


Mrs. H. P. Bonner’s stable at the Fair Grounds 
lost its top performer December 21, when the 
4-year-old (of 1942) Heartman, by Ladysman out 
of the frequent winner Morheart, by Morvich, 
died of lockjaw. A moderate 2-year-old and only 
a fair 3-year-old, Heartman had run very well in 
1942, winning eight races, including several of the 
$5,000 overnight features at Detroit and Thistle 
Down Park, and earned $26,350 for the season. 
He was a very good second to Whirlaway in the 
Louisiana Handicap, and was also second in the 
Christmas Handicap, behind Corydon. His life- 
time record was 41 starts, 16 wins, 13 seconds, 
seven thirds, $34,325 earned.

HE surest sign of prosperity that can come 

from a race meeting is an increase in purses. 
Last week the growing support which the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans is receiving found a re- 
flection in the announcement that, beginning 
January 5, the purse minimum would be $700 in- 
stead of $600, and that other purse values would 
be increased accordingly. Through January 2 
the track had completed 28 days of a proposed 
75-day meeting, and its success was amply as- 
sured. 

No stakes event was offered on New Year’s 
Day, when racing was held in the morning to 
leave the afternoon free for those interested in 
the Tennessee-Tulsa skirmish. The best race 
was a $1,200 handicap, won narrowly by Brandy- 
wine Stable’s Madigama, a *Gino gelding which 
led all the way and lasted under hard riding to 
win from Richmond. 

The January 2 program saw the running of the 
Crescent City Handicap, which supplied the sec- 
ond stakes victory of the meeting for Greentree 
Stable’s Corydon. He was ridden by Darrell 
Clingman, who, with 26 wins during the meeting, 
is leading the jockey list there. Among the own- 
ers, B. F. Whitaker won the seventh race with 
Highborough, giving his stable 12 wins at the 
meeting and leadership in that department. 

The first two programs of the year also saw 
the first races for foals of 1941. On January 1 
the season’s first race for 2-year-olds went to 
Mrs. Jack Howard’s Ravenala, a colt by Cold- 
stream, and bred by Coldstream Stud, for whom 
Jack Howard trains. On the following day James 
Cc. and Samuel H. Stone’s Sweetest Girl, by 
Jamestown, and bred by her owners, became the 
first filly winner from the 1941 crop. The races 
were at a quarter-mile, and each was run in 
122%. 


Corydon Outfinishes Staretor 


Winner of the Christmas Handicap at the Fair 
Grounds, Greentree Stable’s Corydon (122) was 
made an odds-on favorite for the Crescent City 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 114, 
miles) January 2. Of a fiela of nine overnight 
entries there were four scratches, and of the four 
which opposed Corydon only Hugh S. Nesbitt’s 
Staretor (115) was given much chance. He had 
been nowhere in the Christmas Handicap, but he 
was aided by the fact that he was dropping three 
pounds while Corydon was picking up three. 

It proved to be pretty good handicapping. Cory- 
don, which followed the pace of a former stable- 
mate, H. C. Richards’ Columbus Day (110), to the

upper stretch and then took the lead, found him- 
self challenged at once by Staretor, which had be- 
gun slowly but had worked forward steadily. 
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From furlong-pole to finish the two raced almost 
together, but Corydon stuck it out to win by a 
nose. William Ziegler, Jr.’s Wait a Bit (110) was 
third, a little less than two lengths farther back, 
and Columbus Day, after dropping to last place, 
rallied a little to finish fourth, four lengths behind 
Wait a Bit, a nose ahead of *Haichow (107). 
Time, :25%, :49, 1:13%, 1:38%, 1:444%, track 
fast. Stakes division, $1,970, $500, $250, $100. 

Corydon, whose best season was that of 1942, 
despite a Withers Stakes victory over Bimelech 
in 1940, has started 74 times, won 13 races, fin- 
ished second 16 times, third 15 times, and has 
earned $68,360.

Mexico City, January 8 


Officials of the new track at Mexico City have 
workeu out an arrangement with Mexican rail- 
roads for a 50 per cent reduction in shipping rates 
for race horses, according to an announcement 
made last week, and a formal statement of prices 
is expected by January 8, after which date the 
road to horsemen from the United States will be 
open. Stables have been completed, the announce- 
ment said, and the track has been open for train- 
ing since December 15. All construction is to be 
finished by February 15. Opening date of the 
meeting is March 6. 

Last week the new track announced its board 
of directors: Bernard E. Smith, international fi- 
nancier, member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, and heavy investor in Mexican property; 
John Sloan, former member of the New York

tectural firm of Sloan and Behrens; E. L. Cord, 
Detroit automobile figure (front-wheel drive), 
and one of the original investors in Santa Anita 
Park; Agustin Legorreta, Mexican financier and 
an early leader in the development of the Banco 
Nacional de Mexico; and Bruno Pagliai, owner of 
the Ensenada Hotel in Baja California.

Nearly all state commissions which 
replied were in favor of postponing the meeting.

The Wizard's Watchman 


N the night of January 1, 1899, James L. Don- 
nelly made his first round of the few buildings 
included on John E. Madden’s 230-acre Hamburg 
Place, a few miles outside Lexington on the Win- 
chester pike. On the morning of January 1, 1943, 
Mr. Donnelly relaxed in an easy chair in his Lex- 
ington home, retired after 44 years at Hamburg 
Place. 

To his friends Mr. Donnelly joked, “The Nation- 
al Administration has made it impossible for a 
man to make more than $25,000 a year, so why 
should I go on working?” Actually, he thought 44 
years of labor entitled him to retire while he was 
still an active man. “I'd hate to stay on the job 
until I became a pensioner and could not carry my 
part of the load,” he said. 

For John E. Madden and his son, J. Edward 
Madden, who took over operation of Hamburg 
Place after the death of his father in 1929, Mr. 
Donnelly acted in almost every capacity on the 
farm. During those years he saw and had per- 
sonal contact in one way or another with practi- 
cally all the Thoroughbreds and Standardbreds 
produced at the noted nursery. 

Mr. Donnelly served as night watchman during 
his first 10 years at the farm and was responsible 
for looking after all foaling mares. It was dur- 
ing the 1909 foaling season that he approached 
Mr. Madden, informed him that he was resigning 
because it was no longer convenient for him to be 
away from his family at night. The owner coun- 
tered with the proposal that if he would remain 
as night watchman at double his wages until after 
all foals had arrived he could then name his own 
job and have it. 

For the next 17 years Mr. Donnelly spent most 
of his working hours astride a pony, going from 
barn to barn, pasture to pasture, seeing that 
horses were turned out, taken up, fed, watered, 
and given proper attention. Later came the job 
of purchasing for the farm and paying off the em- 
ployees. In 1926 the farm manager resigned at 
Hamburg Place and management of farm opera- 
tion was turned over to Mr. Donnelly. He filled 
that assignment until his retirement last week. 

At the time of Mr. Madden’s death in 1929, Mr. 
Donnelly haa been with the founder of Hamburg 
Place longer than any other employee. He had 
watched ...e nursery grow from 230 acres and a 
band of approximately 30 broodmares to a 2,500- 
acre farm with as high as 225 broodmares and 
eight or nine stallions located there at one time. 

Among the mares at Hamburg Place on Janu- 
ary 1, 1899, was the noted trotting mare Nancy 
Hanks. “I never saw a mare with her stamina,” 
says Mr. Donnelly. “Why, right up to the time of 
her death at around 28 years of age it was hard 
to find a lead pony which could keep up with her 
pacing at the end of a lead shank. You know she 
originally was a pacer, converted into a trotter. 

“People came from all over the world to see her, 
and there were few days that passed without a 
group of people visiting her paddock. She and 
Man o’ War probably have drawn more people to 
the Blue Grass than any other horses that ever 
lived here. Mr. Madden was a great believer in 
her blood and tried to get a corner on her family. 
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At one time he had five or six of her daughters as 
broodmares and her grandson, Vice Commodore, 
as a stallion. Her daughters were good producers 
and Vice Commodore was best as a broodmare 
sire.” 

Hamburg Place boasts a barn in which five win- 
ners of the Kentucky Derby were foaled. They 
were Plaudit, Sir Barton, Old Rosebud, Zev, and 
Flying Ebony. It is the only barn in which five 
five winners of that race have been foaled, and 
Mr. Donnelly probably is the only man to have 
charge of five mares when each foaled a Kentucky 
Derby winner. 

The first foal to arrive at Hamburg Place after 
Mr. Donnelly went to work there was a dark bay 
filly by Hastings out of Royal Gun, by Royal 
Hampton. Royal Gun was imported in utero and 
her filly foal of 1899 was Gunfire, stakes winner 
and dam of six winners. Royal Gun also produced 
the stakes winners and producers Trigger, Raglan, 
and the producers Continental, Princess Mary 
(dam of Flying Ebony), Cafe au Lait (dam of 
Untidy, etc.), etc. 

We got around to discussing Mr. Madden as a 
horseman, his theories as a breeder, the horses 
he thought the most of, and other items of inter- 
est. ‘Mr. Madden had an uncanny ability for 
picking good horses as well as for making the 
right decision in problems that came up on the 
farm,” said Mr. Donnelly. “How he did it I don’t 
know, but his record shows he knew as much 
about raising good horses as anyone. He used to 
look the yearlings over along in July and those 
of us who went along would watch his eye. When- 
ever his eyelid dropped, you could bet the yearling 
he was looking at right then had been picked for 
a top horse. He was seldom wrong, and seldom 
wrong when he was confronted with a problem in 
farm operation, although the entire situation was 
something with which he was unfamiliar. 

“He thought fresh air was as important as any- 
thing in the raising of good horses. We never had 
a stall on Hamburg Place that was without a 
window. In most cases the sash was removed 
and the top of the stall was open. The top half 
of our stall doors was never solid. It was always 
made of slats. Soon after I went there to work 
Mr. Madden asked, ‘Donnelly, which of the barns 
do you think is the healthiest ?’ 

“IT replied that I couldn’t understand why, but 
the coldest barn on the farm was the healthiest 
for horses. He told me it was because there was 
plenty of fresh air.” 

When the conversation got around to individual 
horses at Hamburg Place, the veteran horseman 
said that men around the farm always called Zev 
“The Mule’ because he was so obstinate, and 
even as a young horse “had to be handled just 
so” if you wanted him to do anything. “I saw his 
race at Latonia against In Memoriam, and I knew 
Zev was beaten even before the horses reached 
the stretch,” said Mr. Donnelly. “His jockey had 
disregarded his riding orders by letting Zev run 
too early. Zev had shown all his speed before he 
reached the stretch, and I knew that there was 
nothing the jockey could do that would make 
him run in the stretch.” 

When Mr. Madden sold Uncle as a 3-year-old 
(for a reported $25,000) he reserved 12 seasons 
as part of the sale price. “We sent 12 mares to 
New Jersey to be bred to Uncle,” recalled Mr. 
Donnelly. ‘Nine mares got in foal and every 


one foaled a winner, including the good stakes 
winners Old Rosebud, Little Nephew, and Aunt 
Mamie.” 


The founder of Hamburg Place considered Sir 
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Martin one of the greatest horses he ever had, 
Mr. Donneliy thought. Sir Martin ran in the 
Futurity as an entry with Fayette, but was beat- 
en by Maskette. However, Sir Martin was knock- 
ed sideways when the start came and was beat- 
en a scant head at the finish. Mr. Donnelly said 
he had always heard Mr. Madden offered to wager 
James R. Keene $10,000 that Sir Martin was bet- 
ter than Maskette. Keene is said to have replied, 
“There is no need of that. The Flatbush next Sat- 
urday will determine the issue.” Sir Martin won 
the Flatbush Stakes with ease, beating the filly. 
Mr. Madden sold Sir Martin to race in England as 
a 3-year-old and the colt went to the post as the 
only Derby favorite owned by an American. His 
rider was unseated at Tattenham Corner just as 
Sir Martin was making his bid for the lead. Mr. 
Madden repurchased Sir Martin and he entered 
the stud at Hamburg Place. 

Mr. Donnelly recalled The Finn as a horse that 
needed to be exercised continually. “I went out to 
see him shortly after Mr. Madden sold him to Coe 
for $110,000,”" he recalled. “The Finn had put on 
a tremendous lot of weight and it wasn’t long 
after that The Finn died.” 

Probably the greatest thrill Mr. Madden ever 
received, in the opinion of his former farm man- 
ager, was when Silico won the 3-year-old division 
of the Kentucky Futurity for trotters. “Everyone 
at the track that afternoon wanted to know what 
‘the pony’ was doing in the field with those race 
horses,”’ said Mr. Donnelly. “But what a pony 
Silico was! He won the first two heats before 
his driver was unseated in the third heat. Follow- 
ing the accident Silico ran off, fell over a cutting 
harrow, and was thrown fully 10 feet in the air. 
They picked him up, got him ready for the next 
heat, and he won.” 

There are a lot of other questions we wanted to 
ask Mr. Donnelly and there probably is more 
about Hamburg Place you would like to know. 
Perhaps this column can bring more to you later, 
because I am anticipating having the former 
Hamburg Place farm manager and horseman ac- 
company me on some visits to present day nurs- 
eries. “It has been a long time since I have been 
around Thoroughbreds, and I would like to see 
how they are doing things these days,”’ was his 
parting comment. 


STUD NEWS 


Balladier to Patchen Wilkes 


EVERAL months ago Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Farm at Lexington advertised that it 
would sell either Blue Larkspur or Balladier. 
Since both of these good horses had the Black 
Toney and *North Star III strains which run 
through most of the Idle Hour mares it was 
difficult to provide both of them with mates, and 
the retirement of Black Toney’s son Bimelech 
to the stud had further complicatetd the problem. 
Early this week it was announced that Balla- 
dier had been sold to Joe Goodwin, Lexington 
automobile distributor, and would be moved short- 
ly to Mr. Goodwin’s Patchen Wilkes Farm, a few 
miles out of Lexington on the Winchester pike. 
Mr. Goodwin has been breeding Thoroughbreds 
on a small scale for about eight years. He owns 
about 500 acres of land, 13 broodmares. Of his 
land holdings, 400 acres represent the old Patchen 
Wilkes Farm owned by W. E. D. Stokes when 
the get of the great Standardbred stallion Peter 
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the Great were making the farm famous. Her- 
man Goodpaster is in charge of the horses there. 

Mr. Goodwin states that Balladier’s fee for 
the 1943 season will be $250 with return privi- 
lege, and that his book is already about two-thirds 
full. At Idle Hour Balladier had been booked to 
several outside mares at $250 with 10 per cent 
additional to insure a live foal. In these cases 
the terms will stand as already arranged, if the 
mare owners prefer. Colonel Bradley has _ re- 
served three seasons to the horse for 1943. 

Balladier, though dogged by ill luck, was prob- 
ably the highest-class 2-year-old of 1934, the only 
year he raced. He won his first two starts, the 
second being the United States Hotel Stakes, then 
started favorite for the Hopeful Stakes. He 
stumbled at the start, but recovered quickly only 
to be bumped badly. Jockey Don Meade at first 
decided to make a run for it anyway, made up a 
lot of ground, but at the head of the stretch 
realized the hopelessness of it and let the Black 
Toney colt coast to finish eighth. 

His fourth start was in the Champagne Stakes 
at Belmont Park and he carried 124 pounds to 
cut four-fifths of a second off the 6!2-furlong 
Widener Course record to whip Omaha, which 
was carrying 117 pounds, by a nose. In the Fu- 
turity a poor start again proved his undoing. He 
got away last in the field of 14, but soon caught 
up, only to be met by a sort of a flying wedge; 
the horses on the outside came in and the horses 
on the inside drifted out. He got through, how- 
ever, and a quarter of a mile from the finish had 
passed everything but Rosemont. But, the rough 
trip had taken too much out of him and he did 
not have enough left to hold off Chance Sun’s 
drive, finishing second. In the Futurity he suf- 
fered a light bow in the tendon of his left fore leg 
and he raced no more, 

He entered the stud in 1937 and is the sire of 
41 foals from his first three crops to race, includ- 
ing 2-year-olds of 1942. From his 41 foals, 35 
have started, and 29, or 70 per cent, have won 
through racing of November 1, 1942. In his first 
crop were 12 foals, 11 winners, one placed. Among 
his winners are Bryan Station, winner of the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes at two, 1940, and 
Red Sonnet, winner of the Youthful Stakes at 
two, 1942. The latter set a new track record of 
58 seconds for five furlongs at Jamaica. 

Balladier is by Black Toney, sire of winners 
of more than $2,000,000, and is out of Blue 
Warbler, winner of the Spinaway and Matron 
Stakes. Blue Warbler also produced the top 
stakes mare Barn Swallow, winner of the Tom- 
boy Handicap, Matron and Alabama Stakes, and 
Kentucky Oaks, and producer. Blue Warbler was 
by *North Star III, also the sire of the dam of 
Blue Larkspur and other good winners by Black 
Toney or his sons. 


Can't Wait at Hartland 


Myron T. Selznick has retired Can’t Wait to 
the stud at Hartland Farm, Versailles, Ky., where 
the 8-year-old son of Victorian-Winged Bee, by 
Infinite, will be under the management of Hora- 
tion P. Mason. 

During the six years he was raced Can't Wait 
started 67 times, won 17 races, was 13 times sec- 
ond, and five times third. He was a stakes win- 
ner in four seasons and earned $118,930. At three 
he placed in four stakes, including a third in the 
Kentucky Derby. Can’t Wait’s best season was 
at five when he won five races and $66,615. In 
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1942 his only stakes victory was in the Saratoga 
Handicap. Trainer Tommy Taylor purchased 
Can’t Wait for Owner Selznick for $1,050 at 
Saratoga in 1936 from the consignment of W. L. 
Nutter. 

Can’t Wait joins another son of Victorian at 
Hartland Farm, W. Arnold Hanger’s He Did. 


FLORIDA 


Second Week 


PERATORS of Tropical Park could pick a few 

wisps and shreds of encouragement from the 
second week of operations at the Coral Gables 
track, which would trade off acres of hibiscus 
blossoms, just now, for a good street car line. 
The Saturday (January 2) play was about $39,- 
000 higher than that on the previous Saturday. 
The betting on New Year’s morning wasn’t badly 
behind 1942. Best of all, the off-day betting was 
up materially. For the week the total was $1,- 
141,562, which represented a gain of nearly $100,- 
000 over the first week. Average for the week 
was $190,260, and this raised the average for the 
first 12 days to $183,323. 

Presumably, with the holiday season out of the 
way, along with such counter attractions as the 
Orange Bowl, support will increase through the 
final eight days of the meeting, and though the 
daily average seems unlikely to reach the $200,- 
000 which officials say is necessary to break 
even, it should approximate that figure fairly 
closely. At all events, no big loss is now antici- 
pated. There were reports, last week, that purses 
would be cut, but these seemed unfounded. 

One aid the track was receiving was from a 
local drive on handbooks. A few days before the 
end of the year Florida tax officials found them- 
selves about 30 per cent behind last year on re- 
ceipts from betting at horse and dog races, and 
this was reflected in pressure from Tallahassee. 
A general anti-gambling drive seems in progress, 
and on December 31 deputies from the sheriff's 
office reported that Miami betting establishments 
were so tightly closed that they returned with a 
sorry bag of one bookmaker, who was accident- 
ally detected while taking a bet in a doorway. 

The New Year’s program began at 10 o’clock 
in the morning, which is an unlikely time to draw 
many customers, but a crowd of 6,681 was out 
to bet $224,464, not too much below 1942’s figure 
of $276,006. Whirlaway was out for a parade in 
front of the stands but racing honors went to 
Isidore Bieber’s Bright Gallant, which won the 
featured $2,000 handicap handily enough from 
Blue Pair and others, with the odds-on Minee-Mo 
fifth of six. Other favorites came down with 
some regularity, Minee-Mo’s defection ending a 
string of five straight wins for the first choices. 

Saturday’s best race, also for a $2,000 purse, 
went to Max Wexler’s Dispose, with the strongly 
backed 3-year-old, Through Bound, fading badly 
after showing extreme speed for about four 
furlongs. 

Johnny Adams, who ended the year as leading 
jockey, rode two winners December 31 to run his 
total for the season to 245, had no mounts on 
January 1, but on the Saturday he returned to 
action by riding the only winning favorite of the 
day. Hirsch Jacobs, perennial leading trainer, 
got into action faster, saddling his first winner of 
1943 on January 1. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Widener Nominations and Weights 


This year, with Florida racing certain of a 
few uncertainties, nominations for the Widener 
Handicap closed a month later than usual, on 
December 15. Partly as a result of this fact, the 
list of nominations totaled 50, as against 90 last 
year. Reduction of the purse from $50,000 added 
to $25,000 added probably helped also, probably 
did not hurt the quality of the field, as a good 
many more 100-to-1 chances get named for ex- 
tremely rich handicaps than for smaller ones. 
Further reduction will come January 20, when a 
$100 eligibility payment comes due; last year this 
elimination cut the list from 90 to 56. 

On January 4 Racing Secretary Charles J. Mc- 
Lennan announced weights for the event, Whirl- 
away getting top weight of 132 pounds, which is 
three over scale weight. Mioland is in three 
pounds below scale, at 126, and Requested, a 4- 
year-old, has 124, or four under scale. *Kayak II, 
Riverland, Elkridge, and Contradiction are among 
the other highweights. Of the eight 3-year-olds 
which were nominated, Ocean Wave is heaviest 
weighted at 104 pounds, or one under scale. No 
Wrinkles and Through Bound each have 103, and 
thus these three 3-year-olds are handicapped 
higher than Mioland, if the scale is taken as a 
standard.

Speed Marvel 


AST week, after having waited several weeks 

weeks for weather good enough to permit 
taking a picture of Count Fleet, Brownie Leach 
drove down to Stoner Creek Stud at Paris, Ky., 
to take a picture in spite of the weather. I went 
along because I had not previously had a chance 
to make a close-up inspection of the colt which is 
now the outstanding candidate for 3-year-old 
honors in 1943. The sky looked like an inverted 
mud-hole, with a ceiling not far removed from 
zero, but Brownie came off with the best picture 
of the colt I have yet seen. The unretouched 
print is reproduced on the front cover of this 
issue. 

No one had reported Count Fleet as a hand- 
some or prepossessing individual. As far as con- 
formation was concerned he had very little to dis- 
tinguish him from the run-of-the-mine. Except 
for the racing class of his sire and his dam, his 
pedigree was not bulging with promise. But his 
extreme class had been demonstrated by his ex- 
ceptional record as a 2-year-old in 1942, including 
a mile race in 1:344, the fastest on record for a 
2-year-old, and a six-furlong workout in the phe- 
nomenal time of 1:08', when his rider thought 
he was doing about 1:12. 

At Stoner Creek Stud Count Fleet was develop- 
ing fast. His lean flanks had filled out, he was 
broadening over the loins and in the quarters. On 
December 7, Manager Ralph Baird said, he had 
measured 15:2 at the withers. He wasn’t gain- 
ing much in stature, since he had been measured 
in the same notch several months earlier, but he 
was gaining weight at the rate of about two 
pounds a day. Mr. Baird said that on December 
7 he weighed 978 pounds, that he would now 
probably tip the scales a bit above a thousand 
pounds. 

It is strictly second-guessing, of course, but the 
more you look at Count Fleet, the more ac- 
ceptable you find him, judged by orthodox “rules” 
of conformation, which aren’t rules at all. His 
pasterns are a bit upright all round, but they are 
also long, strong, and springy, and the ankles 
above them are big but not apparently soft. 
Straight pasterns, when not compromised by un- 
soundness, are probably as good an indication of 
speed as a horse can show. In Count Fleet’s case 
they are accompanied by wide, flat cannons, a leg

very slightly bent forward at the knee, and a 
shoulder which apparently allows a maximum ex- 
tension of the fore leg. 


The hind legs are slightly out from under the 
body. Whether this is orthodox I don’t know. 
Horsemen, on the average, seem to prefer 
an extra straight hind leg which does not 
extend out beyond the point of the buttock, 
but perhaps I am wrong in making this as- 
sumption. At any rate, there is a high proportion 
of high-class horses (Whirlaway among them) 
whose hind legs are slightly “out from under.” 
This condition, if I may judge from pictures, ap- 
pears to be typical of the Southwest's speedy 
quarter horses. 


The hind legs, as seen from the rear, are es- 
pecially well set on, true, and with a wide space 
between the hocks. The front legs, as seen from 
the front, would give a horseman pause. They 
bend toward one another at the knees and there 
is a distinct toeing-out. But I noted that when 
Count Fleet walked he carrieu his fore feet in a 
true line, with no indication of irregular motion. 


The forearm and gaskin are especially well 
muscled, and the same is true of the upper arm 
and hindquarters. In bodily substance Count 
Fleet appears to have everything that is needed. 
His weight-height comparison suggests a very 
solid horse. At first glance he appears to be a 
trifle long-bodied in comparison with his height. 
If this were true I would take it as an indication 
that he woula prefer sprinting distances. But a 
closer inspection will reveal, I think, that his 
height 1s about as much as his body length, meas- 
ured from breast to buttock. 


Charles Hewitt, assigned by Trainer Don Cam- 
eron to take care of Count Fleet in the racing 
stable, is at the farm with him. To Hewitt he is, 
without reservation, “the best horse I ever saw.” 

“They fault his conformation,”’ said Hewitt, 
“but he can do the job.” 

I asked Hewitt his impression of the colt’s ac- 
tion, his way of going in races. 

“Very good,” he said. Then he paused a mo- 
ment, searching for the right way to say it. “Im- 
pressive is the word, I guess. Impressive—and 
easy. That's the best thing about him, the way 
he runs. He doesn’t pound the ground like most 
horses. He doesn’t have to dig in and push, but 
sort of rocks along as if it were the easiest thing 
in the world. He stretches way out with his fore 
legs, like this—-way out... . Nice horse to handle, 
too. A bit high strung, but a good doer; always 
eats well. ...I think his best race was when he 


got beat in the Washington Park Futurity.” 
This testimony is perhaps the best evidence that 
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Count Fleet will carry his high speed over classic 
distances. 

By present plans Count Fleet will be taken from 
the farm to Oaklawn Park about January 20, the 
exact shipping date presumably depending on the 
weather. There is no intention to race him in the 
Arkansas wverby. His first objective among the 
major stakes races for 3-year-olds is the Wood 
Memorial Stakes at Jamaica.

Another Whitney Victory 


Mrs. Payne Whitney, who has been the first 
lady of the Turf in public estimation for many 
years, and the leading woman owner in actuality 
on several occasions, was first in 1942 without 
any qualifications. For the first time her Green- 
tree Stable led American owners, with total earn- 
ings of $414,432. 

Mrs. Whitney’s victory was the twelfth of the 
century for members of the Whitney family. W. 
C. Whitney (father of Payne and Harry Payne 
Whitney) led in 1903, Harry Payne Whitney led 
in six years between 1913 and 1929, and his son, 
C. V. Whitney, led for four consecutive years in 
1930-1933. 

It was the fourth time a stable owned by a 
woman has led American owners, Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane in 1934, Mrs. Ethel V. Mars in 
1936, and Mrs. Charles S. Howard in 1937 being 
the others.

Whirlaway May Retire 


Speculation which got into print January 3 
concerning the possibility of Whirlaway running 
up a money-winning total of approximately 
$1,000,000 (an easy matter on paper—the next 
four Santa Anita Handicaps, when there are 
Santa Anita Handicaps, would do it) gave place 
January 4 to an announcement that he would 
probably be retired to the stud after the 1943 
season. Trainer Ben A. Jones, who made the an- 
nouncement after conferences with Owner War- 
ren Wright, added that “there is always a possi- 
bility that plans will be changed. .. . If Whirl- 
away was my horse he would still be running 
when he was 10 years old. He is the soundest 
horse I have ever seen.”

First reported foal of 1943 was a bay colt by 
*Heliopolis—Lull, by *Bull Dog, dropped at 2:15 
on the morning of January 1, at Coldstream Stud, 
Lexington. He is a half-brother to Albatross, a 
Florida juvenile sensation of 1941. The mare had 
been bred on February 6, 1942. 

A few hours later Coldstream had another good 
start for 1943, when the 2-year-old colt Ravenala, 
by Coldstream out of Cactus Rose, won the first 
juvenile race of the year, at New Orleans. Bred 
at Coldstream Stud, he raced for Mrs. Jack How- 
ard. Born on May 24, he was the last of Cold- 
stream Stud’s 1941 foals.

SIRES OF 2-YEAR-OLD WINNERS 


HIEFLY through the outstanding perform- 

ances of Occupation, *Bull Dog stands at the 
head of the list of sires of 1942 2-year-olds by a 
wide margin, his get winning $204,740 in first 
monies, or more than double the amount credited 
to the runner-up, Grand Slam. The amount itself 
is a near record, having been passed only twice 
previously, by High Time ($213,785) in 1928 and 
*Dis Donc ($238,555) in 1931. Second and third 
places on the list went to stallions represented by 
their first crop of foals. Grand Slam had 11 2- 
year-old winners of $99,400, Devil’s Thumb being 
the principal one, and the precocious Menow, him- 
self a brilliant 2-year-old, was third with winners 
of $71,120. The 10 leaders in money won:

sires of 2-year-olds, led in number of winners with 
17, from a 1940 crop of 28 foals. The dead Flying 
Heels, whose last crop of foals are 2-year-olds in 
1943, was second with 16 winners from 38 foals; 
this year his crop is much smaller, since he was 
lost in a fire about the middle of the 1940 breed- 
ing season. Jamestown, with 15 winners from 29 
foals, was third. In point of number of wins, Fly- 
ing Heels led with 44 races, Menow being the 
runner-up with 41. The leading sires in these de- 
partments follow:

There was a record number of 2-year-old win- 
ners in 1942, 1,172, which tops last year's total 
by 52. The number of 2-year-old races increased 
also, as did total first monies offered in this de- 
partment, but the average purse per race dropped 
back to approximate the 1940 level. Additional 
racing at minor tracks apparently accounted for 
all increases, as well as the drop in average. 

The number of stallions represented by a 2- 
year-old winner, oddly enough, was smaller, 
though the variation probably is not great enough 
to be significant. At the same time, the number 
of stallions represented by registered foals seems 
to be increasing steadily. According to a count 
made for foals of 1932, there were 965 stallions 
represented. There were 1,042 sires of the 2-year- 
olds of 1936, and no less than 1,305 stallions which 
produced the crop of 1940. Of these, only 344, or 
little more than one-fourth, were represented by 
winners at two. 

It should also be noted that the 1940 foal crop 
was the largest on record to its time, though it 
may be passed by the 1941 crop. There were 6,447 
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original registrations, and 112 more which came 
in after publication of the annual supplement to 
the American Stud Book. These were probably 
more than balanced by the number of foals which 
died before reaching racing age, but the total 
registration for the year was 6,559. Of these 
1,172, or a little more than one in six, were able 
to win as 2-year-olds. Comparative statistics with 
the previous 12 years follow:

Death and Taxes and Jacobs 


About the easiest prediction for any given year 
of recent American racing was that Hirsch 
Jacobs would be leading trainer, judged by the 
number of winners he saddled. Except for 1940, 
when he finished second, Jacobs has led every 
year beginning with 1933, and in 1942 he won 
with 133 winners, which was just 60 more than 
the runner-up, Ben Jones, could supply. As with 
Whirlaway, everything he wins now is a record. 

Hirsch Jacobs began training for C. Ferrara 
in 1924, trained his first winner in 1926. Through 
that year and 1927, however, the official trainer 
was Ferrara. If wins in these two years are 
credited to Jacobs, he has saddled winners of 
1,554 races and $1,675,558. When Jacobs came 
on the scene, the sustained flight record was held 
by H. Guy Bedwell, who had led in 1909 and for 
six consecutive years beginning with 1912. Jacobs 
ran the consecutive years record to seven in the 
1933-1939 period, now has raised the total years 
to nine. Record for most winners in one year 
was held by C. B. (Cowboy) Irwin, who got 147 
in 1923; Jacobs beat this in 1936 with 177. 

All of 1942’s training honors, however, did not 
go to Jacobs. His horses won $186,371, which 
left him in fifth place in this respect. Leading 
trainer judged by money won was Greentree’s 
John M. Gaver, whose horses earned $406,547.

*Teddy, one of the great sires of this century. An 
interesting and little known fact concerning this 
great stallion is that he was sold as a 2-year-old 
in 1915 to Jefferson Davis Cohn for only 5,400 
francs ($1,080, figured at the par value of five 
francs to the dollar). Quick Change was an un- 
raced daughter of unbeaten Hurry On, winner of 
many of England’s long-distance races and a 
leading sire of stamina-endowed race horses. 
Quick Change was also dam of Toute Change, 
winner of the 11.-mile Newbury Summer Cup, 
and the winners Mask and Wig and Quick Arrow. 
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The next dam, Broderie, was by the American- 
bred Tracery, the most successful of *Rock Sand’s 
sons. Broderie produced five winners in England, 
France, and Denmark.

scale, beating Indian Broom, Time Supply, Miss 
Merriment. At three Psychic Bid did not win 
until the autumn, when he won the Laurel Stakes, 
the Scarsdale Handicap (beating Sation by eight 
lengths in new track record time of 1:42 for one 
mile and 70 yards), and the Fall River Handicap. 
He also won at four. In 35 starts Psychic Bid 
won 10 races, finished second six times, third five 
times, and earned $58,030. 

STUD RECORD: Psychic Bid, a grand-looking 
big horse (he stands 16.1, weighs 1,200 pounds), 
entered the stud in 1937. In his first crop he had 
12 winners from 16 foals, including the stakes 
winners Daily Trouble and Big Stakes. His sec- 
ond crop consisted of 13 foals; three were sold at 
Saratoga for a $5,100 average, the highest av- 
erage for any American-bred stallion in 1940. 
Five are winners, including the stakes winner 
Outbid. He has four winners among his 2-year- 
olds in 1942, including Very Snooty, winner of 
the Albany Handicap and the Richard Johnson 
Stakes.

PEDIGREE: Psychic Bid is one of Chance 
Play’s best sons in the stud. His sire won from 
six furlongs to two miles, against top company, 
but his best efforts were achieved in distance 
races. *Queen Herod raced three times at two, 
was second and third, and produced six foals, of 
which four are winners. Reine de Neige, a daugh- 
ter of the great sire Roi Herode, won the Northern 
T.Y.O. Stakes, and also produced three winners. 
Reine de Neige was sister to *Snowcapt, dam of 
four stakes winners and eight other winners, in- 
cluding dams of the stakes winners Snowflake, 
Winter Sport, etc. Psychic Bid descends from 
the famous Agnes branch of the No. 16 family.

ACE RECORD: He Did raced six seasons, won 

each year, meeting and beating most of the 
top horses of his day. He won the Santa Anita 
Derby, Christmas Stakes, Bay Shore, Interbor- 
ough, V. -lmington, Fleetwing, Carter, and Queens 
County Handicaps. He met with a freak accident 
in the Kentucky Derby in which he finished 
fourth to Bold Venture. On the last turn a spec- 
tator reached over the rail and grabbed the whip 
from Charley Kurtsinger’s hands. He placed in 
34 of his 51 starts, winning 18 races, finishing 
second 10 times, third six times, and earned 
$79,470. 

STUD RECORD: He Did entered the stud in 
1941 and got 80 per cent of his mares in foal. He 
has a considerable resemblance to his sire, the ill- 
fated Victorian, but is larger.

At the end of his 
2-year-old season he was given third highest 
weight on the Experimental Handicap, four 
pounds below Whirlaway. His career was cut 
short at three after he won the Shevlin Stakes, a 
race in which he gave 10 to 17 pounds to the 
other starters. He pulled up lame and was fired 
as a precaution against bowing. Later it was 
decided to retire him instead of risking a possible 
bow. In his two seasons he started 17 times, won 
seven races, finished second five times, third 
twice, and earned $74,250. See advertisement. 
STUD RECORD: Entered stud in 1942. Leslie 
Combs reports that breeders who have seen King 
Cole with the idea of breeding to him have been 
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so impressed by his appearance that all booked 
mares to him. His book is nearly full again this 
year. He was bred to 26 mares in his first sea- 
son and 23 are reported in foal.

PEDIGREE: King Cole is a son of *Pharamond 
II, the sire of Menow, whose first crop of foals to 
reach the races this year have done exceptionally 
well. *Pharamond II is a distinguished member 
of a tribe of horses noted for their good looks 
and ability to run. Golden Melody, the dam of 
King Cole, produced five winners, including the 
steeplechase stakes winner National Anthem. Her 
sire, *Mont d’Or IT, was a stakes winner in France 
and the United States and got but few foals. Val 
d’Or, his sire, was one of Flying Fox’s best sons 
and was sold to the Argentine for the equivalent 
of $150,000.

1943 SEASON 


With only two crops of foals racing *Bahram was second 
among England's leading sires in 1940. He was third in 1941, and 
he was fourth in 1942. He was leading sire of 2-year-olds in 1941. 

*Bahram sired five winners from eight foals in his first crop, 
including the stakes winners Great Truth, Queen of Shiraz (Irish 
Oaks), Turkhan (Irish Derby, St. Leger substitute, etc., second in 
New Derby), and The Druid. His second crop included the stakes 
winner Bura. His 11 winners in the third crop included the stakes 
winners Shah Rookh, Birikan, Mah Iran, and Big Game (unbeaten

*Bahram, unbeaten, was placed at the top of the Free Handi- 
cap in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons, best horse of each season. 
He was a stakes winner of $215,430 


Head Play in his four crops of racing age has shown he gets 
race horses which have real class. In his first crop were five foals, 
three of which have won and the other two placed. The three win- 
ners include the stakes winner Tola Rose (beating Whirlaway, 
Swing and Sway, etc., 1 3/16 miles in 1:5645, new track record). 
Six of 12 foals in his second crop have won, and three other start- 
ers all placed. 

Head Play sired 15 foals in his third crop and all are winners. 
In 1942 17 of 22 2-year-olds started and nine were winners of 15 
races and $11,425 (first monies). He had 19 other winners of 44 
races and $69,845 (first monies) last year. 

As a race horse Head Play was a stakes winner of 14 races and 
$109,315. He won Cincinnati Trophy, Hawthorne Juvenile Handi- 
cap, Preakness Stakes, San Antonio, San Juan Capistrano, Bay 
Meadows, Suburban Handicaps, was second in Kentucky Derby, 
American Derby, and third in Wood Memorial, Latonia Derby, and 
Maryland Handicap. He raced against top horses. 


*Quatre Bras II retired to the stud in 1936, and has a high 
percentage of winners from his first crops to race. In his first 
rp. 2-year-olds of 1939, were nine winners from 11 foals, includ- 

ing the stakes winners Robert E. Lee and Dotted Swiss. From 
his second crop of 18 foals he sired 13 winners, including the 
stakes winner Arms of War. Seven of 14 2-year-olds of 1941 have 
won, and five of 11 foals which became 2-year-olds in 1942 have 
won eight races and $7,500 (first monies). He had 22 other win- 
ners of 67 races and $44,172 (first monies) last year. 

*Quatre Bras II was a stakes winner in France and the United 
States. He is a full brother to *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull Dog, 
both among the most prominent sires in America each season. 


*Chrysler II entered the stud in England in 1938, and made 
his first American season in 1941. His first get here were foals of 
1942 and show promise. 

*Chrysler II did not race as a 2-year-old. He was a winner at 
three, four, five, and six, and won in both France and England. 
As a 3-year-old he won at 14 miles in France. At four he won 
Salisbury Cup (11% miles), was third in Melbourne Stakes. At five 
*Chrysler II won the Babraham Stakes (115 miles), Waldegrave 
Stakes (2 miles), Alexandra Handicap (112 miles), Final Stakes 
(1142 miles), placed in other stakes, and as a 6-year-old he won 
Durham Handicap, second in Ellesmere Stakes, third in Coronation 
Cup.
